And for the prevention 
of all poſhbility for Ambitions ſpirits ever to 
work theirends againſt you, we humbly deſire 
you to be very careful, as well what perſons you 
intruſt with the management of the Armies and 
Navies of this Commowealth, as of the meaſure 
of that Power and Authority you depart with to 
them, or ſubſfirate in them. Touching the Qua- 
lifications'of the perſons, we defire they may be 
truly Godly and Conſciencious. Touching the 
meaſare of cheir Authority, that it may be ade- 
quate to the* narure and beiog of a Common- 
wealth, | | 

And whileſt you are thus pleading and afſer- 
ting the intereſt of God and his People, you 
may reſt aſſured, with greateſt confidence, that 
we ſhall appear in your defence, and the vindica- 
tionof your Authority, againſt the oppoſition 
of all Arbitrary Powers whatſoever,
